Reference is made to your communication dated 23 Juli 2001, your number Z- 


The International Spy Museum is a for-profit venture organized by a private 
company. The company is legitimate and currently operates a popular museum in Cleveland, 
Ohio, the Rock and Roll Hall of Fame. With the Spy Museum, the company plans to establish 
the largest permanent exhibition of espionage. Currently, there is tour in Washington, D.C. 
which takes people to places made public by judicial proceedings, where past spies like CIA 
Officer Aldrich Ames and FBI Agent Robert Hanssen met their KGB handlers. Attached is a 
copy of the Affidavit in Support of Arrest and Search Warrants against Hanssen, as an example 
of a public document where a lot of information is made public. (Interestingly, Vienna, Austria 
appears on pages 31 and 49 of this document). The Spy Museum plans to be an extension of this 
tour, which will start and finish at the Museum when construction is completed. 

The Museum is not a part of the Smithsonian Institution or other US. 
Government-sponsored learning facility.
